“No billboard or signboard shall \be 
erected or placed upon or above the roof of 
any building or structure within the limits 
of the city of Chicago.” 

A few pages further. on there is another 
long and complicated section which pro- 
vides in a most brutal and unusual manner 
that no signboard or billboard more than 
sixiy feet high shall be erected on or upon 
the roof of any building in Chicago; nor 


The idea apparently is 
that if a billboard more than sixty feet high 
falls-off a building more-than eight stories 
in height it might hurt somebody in the street 
below.

A merely casual acquaintance with half 
a dozen of the city o ances on various 
subjects as they pg the latest edi- 
tion of the code would lead a hesitating 
layman to believe that they are carefully 
worded so as to both forbid and permit all 
manner of felonies, misdemeanors, tres- 
passes, torts, and mispr®tons. It is as if 
the first paragraph of an ordinance should 
forbid the picking. of pockets and the 
fourth or fifth should provide that any per- 
son caught picking pockets who refuses to 
make a proper division of the swag shall | 
be arrested of severely reprimanded.

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BOY ‘LOST’ TWO MONTHS-IN JAIL, 
WHILE HIS AGED MOTHER DIES. 


Prisoner Doesn’t Know Why He Is Held 
and Government Attorneys Never 
* Heard of Him Until Name Is Seen. 


‘Two months ago Thomas Gardner, 20 years 
old, was accused by a railroad detective of 
having stolen. two Boxes of butter from a 
freight car. He was put in the county jail. 

Three weeks ago Gardner's aged mother 
died. A few days after the funeral the pris- 
oner learned of it. Yesterday the govern- 
ment attorneye checked over their list of 
prisoners, 

‘** Who is Thomas Gardner? Never heard 
of him,’’ said one. 

“Neither did I. Let’s look han up,” said 
another, 

No federal official ever had heard of him, 

The jail officials Said he was being held 
pending some action by the government. 

Gardner was visited. 


“I decided I was lost here,’ he said. . ‘‘ No

RERSTEN RESENTS ATTEMPTED COUP 


Judge William Fenimore Cooper of the 8u- 
Perior court yesterday barred the way to 
turning loose a third special grand jury and 
special state's attorney to investigate the 
election of State's Attorney Maclay Hoyne. 

The county board, which must furnish the 
money to finance an investigation, adopted 
a resolution, on motion of President A. A. 
. McCormick, “yee ommending that the Cooper 
and Kersten grand juries and state’s attor- 
neys be withdrawn. It is proposed that the 
chief justice of the Superior court and the 
chief justice of the Circuit court pick a thira 
judge for the purpose of presiding en banc 
over the election investigation. 

The board proposed to finance such an in- 
vestigation as soon as the new special state's 
attorney and special grand jury could be 
appointed. 


Cooper Rejects Plan, 

However, Judge Cooper declined to accede 
to such a proposition. 

“The petition alleging gross frauds in the 
November election first was filed before this 
court.”” he said. 

“I cannot see how the action that followed 
leaves any cause for quibbling. I am in the 
right@-arid working in behalf of the people. 
The people's rights alane are to be consid- 


not set aside my order, no matter who re 
quests it 

‘‘My plans are made. I intend to carry 
ed me for, and I am their servant. If the 
county board refuses to finance this investi- 
gation I will do so myself—even if I find it 
necessary to appeal to the public for neces- 
sary funds.’’ 


Board Yields to Cooper? 

Judge Cooper’s statement was carried to 
certain members of the county board. They 
indicated their private opinions that if the 
judge maintains his stand he will not have 
to pass the hat for funds—the board will 


vote him the money. 

During the afternoon Judge Cooper ap- 
pointed John_E. Northrup,'a former assistant 
state’s attorney under John BE. W. Wayman, 
as special state’s attorney to advise with the 
special Cooper grand jury to be sworn in by 
the court on Friday. Mr. Northrup imme- 
diately qualified and gave a $5,000 bond. Mr. 
Northrup’s rival claimant as gpecial state’s 
attorney is Clyde L. Day. He was appointed 
by Judge George Kersten, who empaneled 
a special grand jury on pé¢tition of State's 
Attorney Hoyne after Judge Cooper had 
taken jurisdiction of a like petition filed with 
him for Lewis Rinaker, Republican candi- 
date against Hoyne; W. A. Cunnea, Socialist, 
and George Haight, Progressive. 


Hoyne Seeks to Oust Northrup. 

State's Attorney Hoyne, upon hearing of 
Northrup’s appointment,. announced he will 
file quo warranto proceedings against Nor- 
thrup in the Circuit court today in an effort 
to oust him from office. He conferred with 
Justice Baldwin in this regard late in the 
afternoon. 

Mr. Hoyne at night issued this statement 
as to his intention to attack Mr. Northrup’s 
authority: 

‘‘ | will file a petition tomorrow asking leave 
to file an information in quo warranto 
against John E. Northrup to determine the 
legality of his appointment. Not that I have 
any personal quarrel with Mr. Northrup, be- 
cause I understand heisa gentleman and has 
a good reputation before the local bar, but 
the important thing to me is the principle 
involved. 


Demands Voice on Appointment, 


‘*T adhere to the previous declarations I 
have made that unless I ask for, approve, 
and agree to a special state’s attorney, I will 
oppose all appointments of special state’s 
attorneys, unless those asking for the ap- 
pointment can come within the statutes—that 
is, show that I am. sick, absent, or interested. 

“I will deal with no one, unlese they have 
some Official status. Mr. Rinaker and the 
others have no official stati. They are de- 
feated candidates—no more than ordinary 
citizens. I am the interested person. Iam 
the state’s attorney. I have been elected and 
I am going to perform the duties of this jot 
for four years.”’ 


Kersten Resents Hoyne Flan. 


Judge Kersten quickly let it be known that 
he resented Mr. Hoyne’s contemplated ac- 
tion. Judge Kersten called on Judge Cooper 
to assure him he was not a party to the plan 
and to complimient him on seleoting Mr. 
Northrup. Other judges 1lso commended the 
Cooper appointment. 

Judge Kersten was particularly incensed 
dt the report that Mr. Hoyne had intended 
to ask him to set aside Judge Cooper's order 
for a special state’s attormey. He charac’ 
terized such a suggestion as an outrage and 
said he had so informed Judge Cooper. 

Judge Kersten left the impression he would 
be pleased to have the Supreme court settle 
at once the jurisdictional dispute between 
Judge Cooper and himself. There was some 
talk thie might be attempted through con- 
ternpt proceedings against one of the wit-

FRISCO FAILURE 


Hinebaugh of Illinois Asks 
Investigation of Causes 
of Receivership. 


EARNINGS IN QUESTION. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., June 2.—[Special. ]—An 
investigation to determine the responsibility 
for the financjal troubles of the Frisco rail- 
road system is proposed in a resolution in- 
troduced in the house ‘of representatives to- 
day by Congressman Hincbaugh, the IIli- 
nois Progressive, 

The indications are that it will be passed 
and that there will be a thorough inquiry 


ship. 

Representative Hinebaugh’s resolution pro- 
poses ‘‘ that the interstate commerce com- 
mission be and it is hereby directed to in- 
vestigate fully all.the facts concerning this 
receivership and also the management of 
said company for a period of one year prior 
to said receivership and report all such facts 
to congress.” 


Recites Cause of Receivership. 

The preamble to the resolution recites that 
“the St. Louls and San Francisco railroad 
system, on the application of Charles Nagel, 
former secretary of commerce and labor, 
and Frederick W. Lehman, former solicitor 
general of the United States, was placed in 
the hands of a receiver because of its alleged 
inability to take up its issue of two yean5 
per cent notes, due June 1, for the sum of 
$2,250,000." ’ 

In addition the resolution points out that 
the total authorized stock of the railroad 
system is $200,000,000, total stock outstand- 
ing $49,993,262, total amount of bonds $320,- 
$12,443, of which $26,000,000 have been sold 
in Paris, 

The resolution al@o recites that the gross 
earnings of the railroad system for 1911 and 
1912 were $42,100,364, while the net earnings 
for that period were only $12,992,518. 

This tremendous disparity between thé 
gross and net earnings is set forth as one of 


the conditions warranting the most thorough 


investigation. The resolution also states 
that the ‘“‘ receivership has caysed many 
charges of mismanagement to be made in 
relation to watering the company’s securi- 
ties and many other abuses in the manage- 
ment of said railroad system.” 


Bondholders to Ask Iabutey. 

New York, June 2.—[Special.]—The inter- 
state commerce commission will be invited 
by representatives of large purchasers of 
Frisco securities, here and in France, to in- 
quire intO the way in which the proceeds of 
‘$72,000,000 of securities issued since 1910 
hayé\been spent. Representatives outside of 
the bankers concerned, acting for American 


‘and French bondholders, said today that the 
commiasion wil! be asked to furnish the vite] | 


details of\ the financial operations of the 
road, particularly how it has acquired its 
gubsidiaries of doubtful value. 

The power of the commission to deal with 
the Frisco in a broader way is being examined 
by lawyers. TheFrench bankers’ represent- 
atives, who are coming here from Paris, wil! 
geek to have the books of the company opened 
and its financial operations examined. 

The size of the bankers’ commissions in 
financing, which it fs reported have been 
large, and how far the proceeds of bond 
gales have been used in the development of 
the road, how far ir the purchase. of new 
and expensive lines, are two all important 
subjects of inquiry.

FRENCH JOURNAL IS CAUSTIC, > 

PARIS, June 2.—L'Information in coni- 
menting on the Frisco receivership today 
says: “Even the Frisco receiverghip testi- 
fies once more to the difference’ between 
French and American mentalities and also 
throws a disagreeable light on the methods 
of French banks, even important ones, which 
shows that they did not hesitate to place 
$25,000,000 of the nds of a company with 
which they had never treated directly and 
whose position they had never studied. The 
lesson is rot to discard all American affairs 
from our market. That would be our 198s. 
Let us admit only those which the issuing 
banks have conscientiously studied.” 

Then follows a strong condemnation of 
the clandestine manner in which the fast 
Frisco tssue was made. The paper says 
that if the usual publicity had accompanied 
the issue the danger would have been known, 
as the embarrassed position of the company 
was known in New York and London, if not 


in Paris.

New Building Only a “Shell.” 

“Tt seems we have erected: only a shell, 
about as serviceable as it now stands fora 
hospital as a hay mow ora stable,” said Com- 
missioner Board. 

Commissioner Maloney suggested a com- 
mittee be named to make an immediate invee- 
tigation and determine what action to take. 

Tt was then agreed the entire board meet 
with the committee at the hospital site at 10 
o’clock this morning so all of the commis- 
sioners may familiarize themselves with the 
condition of affairs. 

“As far as we can figure out now, the 
county has spent about $2,500,000," said Mr. 
Kenyon. ‘“ A power plant, lighting fixtures, 
plumbing, hardware, and floors were left out 
of the plans by the previous administration. 
The question of furnishing steam to heat 
the buildings and take care of the sterilizers 
was never thought of, ft seems, 

“'The walls were finished in conieide ang 
it will take three months to dry them after 
the power plant is finished. We canmot ex- 
pect to use the old hospital plant, as itis now 
taxed beyond its gcity, and we have had 
to draw on outside sources for additional 


power,

Quotes Stenographic Report. 

From the minutes Ald. Long read a state 
ment of Edward M. Skinner, a member thes 
of the executive committee of the association, 
as follows: 

I would like to say to the railroad men 
present that the thought in the appoint- 
ment of this‘committee came more in the. 
hope that the association might do some- 
thing to Stop the public clamor against the 
railroads, which we felt was entirely un- 
justified and was caused entirely through 
ignorance. It was our hope at the time 
this committee was appointed, ~and that 
still Is our hope—it is stronger now than 
when they were appointed—that the re 
sult of this request for a report on elec- 
trification would be a report that could be 
made public, that would acquaint the pub- 
lic with the difficulties of the proposition; 
and it was our further feeling and hope 
that possibly the railroads might look 
upon this association with favor as one 
which had so important a matter to them 
under consideration, and that we might 
in that way, if you please, quiet popular | 
clamor against the railroads.

The “minutes "* show that Mr. Starring 
asked the chairman whether the railroads 
expected a committee would be appointed to 
consider the subject further.

There is no 
éesire'on the part of the association to pro- 
ceed in this matter hastily, or upon lines 
other than approved by those who know— 
that if weshall procéed any further.” 

Mr Starring then remarked:

Motion Is Made. 


“The chair will entertain Mt. Starring’s 
remarks as a motion,” said Chairman Still- 
well. “With reference to the association’s 
position in this matter, it was absolutely 
what we probably should have done in ex- 
ecutive session some time later.”’

The minutes show that Mr. Starring’s mo- 
tion was seconded. They also show that. Mr. 
Defrees ended the talk with this comment:

When Ald. Long at yesterday's meeting 
finished: reading the foregoing from these

committee, moved the ordinance be recom- 
mended for passage. 

“If I had any doubt what should be done 
before I have none now,” said Capitain. 

Ald. Utpate! said there was a public clamor 
for electrification and the aldermen must 
listen to it. 

“T hestitate about picking out certain vid- 
lators and letting others come under the 
general smoke ordinance,” said Ald. Donahoe. 
“ When you desire to prohibit all smoke Iam 
with you.” 

‘The city -has the charter power to pro- 
hibit. the uee of steam engines within its 
borders,’ replied Ald. Long, reading a sec- 
tion of.the charter. ‘*‘ The power of the city 
has been passed upon by the oorporation 
counsel's office urder two different adminis- 
‘trations, I have another opinion that the 
ordinance I propose is valid. A general or- 
dinance such as you propose, I believe, mould 
be unreasonable and not enforceable.”’ 

“*I have been urging the council to await 
the report of the Association of Commerce,”’ 
said Ald. Fisher. ‘‘I did not know they had 
a report three years ago from their own 
committee of engineers, experts, and others 
asserting that electrification is both prac- 
ticable and feagible. I am obliged to retract 
my position because of the association’s own 
report—the first one.’’

, The basis for the suit is the first page story 
published in yesterday’s Examiner, headed 


' “Judge Cooper Called Peril by Guardians 
of Children.”’ 


The greater part of the ar- 
ticle consisted of an interview ‘with Miss 
Laura Ebel, probation officer of the Juvenile 
Protective association, in which she is' quoted 
as saying that organization found it neces- 
sary to engage a special stenographer in 


' Judge Cooper’s court to keep a record of 


the ways.in which the jurist is alleged to 
have favored the défense in cases involving 
crimes against children. 


Calls It Falseheod. 


One portion relating to Judge Cooper's al- 
leged ‘procedure, which is called an absolute 
falsehood by Attorney Tripp, quotes Miss 
Ebel as follows: 

‘“* Whenever the attorney for the defendant, 
Michael Louquercio, scored what Judge 
Cooper considered a point for the defense, 
he would shout to the jury: ‘ Did you hear: 
that, gentlemen? I want to be sure that you 
have heard that,’ or an exclamation of simi- 
lar import. Often he would nod approvingly 
when the defense got in some bit of evidence. 

“After watching him for some time Mrs. 
Gertrude Howe Britton and myself, who 
were watching the trial for the Juvenile Pro- 
tective association, took a step that was un- 
precedented in such cases. We hired a 
stenographer to work at the trial as the rep- 
resentative of our association, and directed 
that full and complete notes be made not only 
of what Judge Cooper said, but also of.all 
that he did, including his efforts to impress 
the case for the defense upon the jurors’ 
minds as well as his remarkable conduct in 
emphasizing the points for the defense by 
nodding and gestictlating at the jurymen. 

‘* This is absviutely untrue and pure libel,” 
said Attorney Tripp. 

* State’s Attorney Hoyne is included in this 
suit because he gave the E¥aminer the alleged 
facts which it published.’ 


Cooper to Fight. 


Judge Cooper would make no official state- 
ment with regard to the suit. 

“I will fight it through to the end. Iam 
determined now that lies and grose misrep- 
resentations shall stop,’’ he said. 

Concerning the suit Mr. Hoyne sald: 

“I am_greatly flattered by being sued for 
$100,000, but I regret to say that I am not 
possessed of that much money, and I don't 
know what Judge Cooper has or did have thet 
is worth that much.”

Chairman Geiger of the council committee 
on terminals yesterday slipped through a 
resolution, which it is beleved will hasten a 
decision with reference to the proposed west 
side terminal of the Pennsylvania group of 
roads. | 

Various’ rumors that an effort would be 
made to railroad the Pennsylvania ordi- 
nances’ have been denied several times. 
The Architects’ Business association and the 
Western Society of Engineers and other 
agencies have suggested to the aldermen that 
experts should be employed to aid them in 
determining a policy on the location of rail- 
road terminals. Yesterday's action is in- 
terpreted in certain quarters as an effort to 
forestall the execution of that idea. 

The resoiution was not heard of until nearly 
every one had left the terminal meeting be- 
tween 12 andl o'clock. Then it was brought 
out and adopted by six of.the fifteen members 
of the committee voting for it. Only nine 
were present. Pleas ‘for delay until more 
members were present were turned down. 


Wording of Resolution. 

The resolution as adopted reads: 

** Resolved, That the chairman of this qom- 
mittee be and he is hereby authorized and 
directed to give to the members of the sub- 
Way commission access to all files, records, 
and data of this committee and all plans and 
ordinances pending before it and request 
them to study all the material submitted to 
this committee and prepare themselves to 
advise and assist the committee in determin- 
ing at the proper time: 

‘*First-What are the proper locations 
from the standpoint of the city and the pub- 
lic interést now for the passenger and 
freight terminals now located upon the west 
side. 

“ Second—In the event that the location of 
the union passenger terminal and the freight 
terminal of the Pennsylvania lines upon the 
sites described in the pending ordinances 
should be deemed proper tn view of all the 
interests concerned and consistent with pub- 
lic welfare, what changes, if any, will be re- 
quired in the ordinances properly to conserve 
the public interest. And beit further 

‘* Resolved, That the commissioner of pub- 
lic works and the heads of the bureaus of 
engineering, compensation, water and sew- 
ers, above named, the commissioner of track 
elevation, and the corporation-coungel be and 
they are hereby requested to familiarize 
themselves with the propoged plans and or- 
dinances and prepare to make to this com- 
mittee such recommendations and sugges- 
tions as may seem proper for the protection 
of the public interest from thelr respective 
standpoints; and beit further : 

‘** Resolved, That the railroads concerned 
be and they are hereby requested to furnish 
to the above named agencies of the city such 


information as may be sought concerning 


the details of plans for the proposed termi- 
nals and the approaches thereto.” 


Report Easy to Foresee. 

The subway commission was appointed 
by Mayor Harrison and he has already com- 
mitted himself to the west side idea.

Senators Catron. and’ Jackson both said 
they would be financially affected if the Dem- 
ecratic tariff bill went through in its present 
shape. .They are Republicans and are op- 
posed to many of the -provisions of the 
measure.

“ Even if a man is interested in a business 
himself.’"”’ the senator said, “‘I would con- 
sider him a lobbyist if he devoted all or the 
greater part of his time to influencing legis- 
lative action.” 

Senator Bryan gave to the committee his 
correspondence with the Florida eitrus ex- 
chenge. 

Senator Burton testified he had no interest 
in any tariff rates and hed no professional 
connection with any. firm representing per- 
sons affected by tariff changes. 

Senator Clapp testified he had never tried'to 
influence any otter senator. He gave the 
names of several persons who had talked 
with him on tariff. 

“I Know .all these men well,” he con- 
tinued.

URGES TARIFF ON 
MEATS AND FLOUR 


Senate Subcommittee Opposed 
to Plaeing Them on the 
Free List. 


DUTY ON STOCK CAUSE. 


Customs Rate Made Equal to 
That on Live Cattle and 
Other Animals. 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—Meats and flour 
will not go on the free list in the Democratia 
tariff law if the recommendation of the sen- 
ate finamce subcommittee in charge of thé 
agricultural schedule is accepted. 

This important alteration of the Under- 
wood bill as it passed the house was deter- 

‘mined upon today by the subcommittee com- 
posed of Senators Williams, Shively, and 
Gore. 

It was decided in carrying out the deter- 


mination to perfect the*Underwood bill by 


equalizing raw materials and their products 
that it would be wiser to levy nominal duties 
on meats and flour products than to put live 
stock and grain on the free list. 


Rates on Fresh Meats. 

In accordance with this decision the sub- 
committee fp revising the schedule took from 
the free list in the house bill fresh meats— 
beef, mutton, and pork—and made them qu- 
tiable at 10 per cent ad valorem. mt 

Wheat flour was restored to. the dutiable 
list at the specific rate. of 45 cents a barrel, 
with other wheat products ar 10 per cent ad 
valorem, and the Underwood duty on oats 
was reduced from 10 cents a bushel to6cents 
a bushel, with a compensatory duty on oat- 
meal said to be approximately 5 per cent ad 
valorem. 

This rate on oatmeal was not definitely Ge- 
termined, but it is assured that the recom- 
mencation will be to take oatmeal from the 
free list. 


Live Stock Rate Unchanged.. 

Cattle, sheep, and hogs will be lett as they 
are in the proposed bill, dutiable at 10 per 
cent ad valorem, and the Underwood duty of 
10 cents a bushel oh wheat wil! stand. 

These recommendations will be made to the 
finance committee late this week or early next 
week, and the senators who propose the 
change believe it will have the approval of 
the majority members and also of the Demo- 
cratic caucus, 

Another development today was the appro- 
val without change of the sugar schedule as 
it passed the house, and other schedules ad- 
vanced to varying stages of conipletion in the 


subcommittees.

HINSDALE PLANS WAR ON 
ALLEGED STONE TRUST. 


Will Seek Co-operation of Other Suburbs 
in Attempt to Check Further Rise in 
Prices. 


Conspiracy in restraint of trade is the 
charge made at yesterday’s meeting of the 
village board of Hinsdale against purveyors 
of crushed stone. It was decided to seek the 


cotperation of other suburbs in an effort to’ 


check the rise of prices levied on the munici- 
palities. 

The members of the board were of the opin- 
ion that the methods used by the owners of 
quarries are those of a trust, and that this.is 
evident from the caution used in interstate 
commerce, to avoid federal prosecution under 
the Sherman act. It was stated the price 
of crushed stone had risen from $1.0 per 
cubic yard last year to the present price of 
$1.82, while the actual cost of the product, if 
handled by modern steam. shovels, is only 
26 cents. ° 

President John T. Wood asserted that 
crushed stone was being sold at a lower price 
ninety miles west of the city than that asked 
around Chicago.

Government Will Heat an 
Light Federal Building 
to Save Expense. 
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/TO BUILD PLANT HERE. 


Secretary of Treasury Lets Con- 
tract at Cost of $42,000; 
Sees Big Saving. 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—[Special.]—The 
Chicago federal building, in which the post- 
office is located, is to be heated and lighted 
and the elevators operated by an independent 
electric plant to be installed and operated by 
the government. 

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo let the 
contract today to the Harrisburg Foundry 
and Machine works of Chicago for the in- 
staliation of engines and generators to cost 
$42,000. 

Outfit of Dual Type. 

The engines will drive the dynamos, and 
the steam, after being used for this purpose, 
will heat the building. The building is now 
-being lighted by the Commonwealth Edison 
company. Experts under the last admin- 
istration estimated if the government should 
install its own plant it could save nearly 
$10,000 a year on the lighting bill. The Com- 
monwealth immediately proposed a reduc- 
tion of the rate, and finally placed it at a fig- 
ure far below its usual charge to other Chi- 
cago consumers. In addition powerful polit- 
ical influences were exerted to induce the 
Taft administration to renew the contract 
and abandon the scheme for a government 
plant. 

Secretary MacVeagh handed the question 
on to the Wilson administration, and Secre- 
tary McAdoo decided against the Common- 
wealth proposition. ! 

Plan Is McAdoo Idea. : 

Several federal buildings are being heated 
and Eghted successfully and economically by 
government plants, and the plan is to extend 
the syetem to all great structures.

Jefferson City, Mo., June 2>—-The Missouri 
Supreme court! today discharged William R. 
Nelson, owner and ed‘tor of the Kansas 
City Star, from contempt of the Jackson 
county Circuit court. The decision of the 
court was unanimous. 

The court held the article published in the 
Star contemptuous, but ordered Mr. Nelson 
discharged from.contempt solely on the 
ground that Circult Judge Guthrie prepared 
his opinion the night before the trial for 
contempt. 

Judge Woedson; who wrote the opinion, 
held that Mr. Nelson was deprived of his 
rights by Judge iGuthrié and ‘ condemned 
without the taking. of testimony to a hear- 
ing on the part of the accused. He also found 
that Judge Guthrie. in preparing his finding 
the night before Mr. Nelson was haled into 
court, violated a plain and fundamental rule 
of right, and sought to deprive the prisoner 
Sut process of law.

ALFRED” AUSTIN, POET, DIES 


Holder of British Laureate Title 
Since 1896 Succumbs. 


ILLNESS OF LONG STANDING. 


Trained for the Law, but Early En- 
gaged in Literary Pursuits. 


LONDON, June 2.—Alfred Austin, British 
poet laureate since 1896, died today at his 
home, Swinford Old Manor, Ashford, Kent, 
where he had been ill forsometime. He was 
78 years old. 

The poet was born at Headingly, near Leeds, 
May 30, 1835. ‘His father was a merchant 
and magistrate of that borough, and his 
mother was the sister of Joseph Locke, the 
eminent civil engineer and member of par- 
liament for Honiton. Both his parents be- 
ing Roman. Catholics, he was sent to Stony- 
hurst college and afterwards to St. Mary’s 
college, Oscott. From Os¢ott he took his 
degree at the Universty of London in 1863, 
and in 1857 he was called to the bar of the 
Inner Temple. 

But he studied law in deference only to the 
wishes of his parents, nis own desire-Deing 
for a literary life. . 


Publishes Poem at 18. 

At the age of 18 he published a poem,en- 
titled ‘‘ Randolph” and he completed his 
first novel while he was yet a minor. 

On the death of his father in 1861 he quitted 
the Northern circuit and went to Italy. His 
first acknowledged volume of.verse, “‘ The 
Seasons: A Satire,’’ appeared in 13861. 

In 1883, in-conjuncti6én with W. J. Court- 
hope, Austin founded the National Review, 
and continued to edit that periodical until 
the summer of: 1893. Among his latest pro- 
ductions were ‘‘ The Bridling of Pegasus ” 
and his autobiography. { 


Character of His Work. 

Very little of his poetry exhibited any 
trace of inspiration, but much of it was 
graceful. 

As a political writer he was both polished 
and vigorons, and he was a fluent and effec- 
tive speaker on many subjects. 

In his later years he entertained very pes- 
simistic views of the general outlookin Great 
Britain. In speaking at Leeds a year or two 
azo he declared that he noted a marked de- 
terioration in good manners and q striking 
diminution of the sense of reverence,

riages between persons unfit for parenthood 
was launched at Washington today at a 
meeting of women prominent in social life, 
including the wife of the president, Mrs. 
Woodrow Wilson. 

The meeting was held at the residence of 
Mrs. John Hays Hammond, and resulted in 
the preliminary organization of a campaign 
in favor of state legislation restricting mar- 
riages and universal instruction in sex 
hygiene. 

Besides Mrs. Wilson, among the prominent 
women who gave their support to the pur- 
poses of the meeting by their presence were 


| Mrs. William J. Bryan, wife of the secretary 


of state, and Mrs. John A. Logan. 

The, principal speaker was Dr. Bleanora 
Folkmer of Washington, a specialist on sex 
hygiene. She outlined a radical program for 
insuring to the unborn children better 
chances of health and happiness. 

Dr. Folkmer laid down the following pro- 
gram which, she said, if executed, would go 
far toward preventing the birth of children 
unfit for the battle of life: 

First—Education in sex hygiene, that the 
wife may know that the husband has not 
only worldly capital, but ‘‘ biological capi- 
tal.’’ 

Second—The-application of corrective meas- 
ures in the economic system so that early 
marriages may be the rule. 

Third—To the creation of a system whereby 
the woman may have more power of selec- 
tion in choosing a husband. 

Fourth—The establishment of widows’ pen- 
sions, so children may be reared in their own 
homes, if they lose their fathers. 

Fifth—More universal legislation against 
the marriage of persons physically and men- 
tally unfitted, preferably segregation and 
sterilization laws such as now exist in many 
states.

The sense of smell is not without 
its legal friends; to close a factory which 
spreads a disagreeable and noxigus odor 
through the air might not be impossible— 
with apologies to the rendering plants at 
the stockyards—on the ground that it con- 
stitutes a nuisance. Only the sense of 
sight remains without protectors and with- 
out friends—unless one count the patient 
members of the Municipal Art league. -
